demonstration by suffragists such as 
“heckled” the .British house of com­ 
mons in the past appeared in con­ 
gress today while President Wilson 
was delivering his annual message 
to a joint session of the house and 
senate. 


Soon after the president started, 
the first yellow 
silk 
banner with 
black letters was unfurled in the 
house gallery by a group of suffrage 
eympathers. 
It bore the inscription 
in black 
letters: 
“Mr. President, 
what will you .do for woman suf­ 
frage!»* 
’ * | 


A page was dispatched to the gal­ 
lery and tore down the banner. 
The 
president went on with the reading, 
apparently giving the banner no at­ 
tention. * 
Officers appeared immediately in 
the gallery and stood alongside the 
front row in which the women 
who 
unfurled the 
banner were 
sitting. 
They did not make a sound and were 
not ejected.

joint session of Congress and per­ 
sonally outlined legislation he hopes 
to have enacted by that body. 
It 
ways 'the third time he has addressed 
the sixty-fourth Congress. 


The president 
declared 
that thé 
country “can not and should not con­ 
sent to remain any longer exposed to 
profound 
industrial 
disturbances,” 
and appealed for renewed action on 
his program of “settlement and reg­ 
ulation of 
difficulties” between 
the 
railroads and the trainmen. 


Statements of the needs of such 
legislation occupied the bulk of his 
annual message— the shortest one lie 
has delivered. 
It recommended pas­ 
sage of the provisions included hut 
not acted upon in his last special ap ­ 
peal last August. 


In a late addition to his message 
the president urged the passage by 
the house of the vocational and in­ 
dustrial educational measures passed 
by the senate during the last session. 
.Because the makeup of the 
next 
House may result 
in hard 
sledding 
for democratic measures, the p r e s i ­ 
dent hoped, by his appeal today, to 
convince this congress of the 
im­ 
portance 
of immediate 
action 
on 
legislation he particularly desires. 
The executive box in the 
house 
gallery was reserved for Mrs. Wil­ 
son and cither members of the pres- 
sident’s family. Members q>f the cab­ 
inet, also were there. 
W hile 
congress 
is 
working 
on 
his 
recommendations 
the 
presi­ 
dent will be away from Washington 
hut little. 
Should it be necessary ho 
may recommend that the customary 
C hristmas recess be dispensed with. 
This suggestion has been made al­ 
ready by Speaker Clark and Chair­ 
man Fitzgerald oif the house appro­ 
priations committee. 


There is much to do before March 
3, the date of adjournment, if 
the 
president’s wishes 
are to be carried 
out. in 'full n't this time and not 
en­ 
trusted to the sixtv-fifth C o n g re ss. 
“ In (lie first place,” said 'the pres­ 
ident, launching into the principal 
theme of his address at once, 
“it 
seems to me impera'tively necessary 
that the earliest possible considera­ 
tion and action should he accorded 
the remaining measures of the pro­ 
gramme of settlement and regulation 
which I had occasion to recommend 
to you at the 
dose 
of your last 
session in view of the public dan* 
gers disclosed by the unaeeomod- 
ated difficulties which 'then existed, 
and which still 
unhaippily continue 
to exist, between the railroads 
of 
'the country and 
finir 
locomotive 
engineers,

on January 1 to receive proposals 


from.the foasks and trust companies 
on the amount of public funds they 
are entitled to for the next two'l 
years. The public depositories are'

on the capital stock, the surplus 
and the undivided profits
